Rinse dried fruits and dry 

:horoughly. Cut prunes from 
pits into small pieces. Slice 
apricots fine. Chop almonds 
and walnuts. Combine dried 
fruit, nuts, candied fruit and 
peels, and coconut with 1 cup 
flour. Sift together remaining 
flour, baking powder, salt 
and spice.

Cream ihortenlng 
thoroughly. Blend in honey 
gradually and beat well. Beat 
eggs thoroughly and add 
slowly to creamed mixture, 
blending well. Beat in sifted 
dry ingredients. Pour batter 
over floured fruit mixture. ' 
Mix thoroughly.

Pour into 10-inch tube pan 
which has been lined with 2 
thicknesses of brown paper 
and 1 of waxed paper. Bake 
in slow oven (250 deg. F.) 4 
to 4'/i hours with shallow pan 
of water in bottom of oven 
during baking. Remove from 
pan to cool. Allow to ripen 
2 to 4 weeks before cutting.
